The Professor largely 
achieved hia object by means of what would 
appear to be an unfortanate circumstance. The 
reduction of the means provided by the Explo- 
ration Fand madeit necessary to choose asite 
where copying was more required than.the 
costly work of excavation. We cannot bat feel 
that: thissand the other reasons-which/led to 
the selection of Sinai as the field of operations, 
.was-a happy combination which has brought 
results that will be appreciated not merely by 
Egyptologists and archeologists generally, but 
also by Bible-students and the reading public. 
The difficulties under which the researches 
were carried on many, and varied mach 
from thosd met with in Bgyptian exploration.
